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1  he  Economic  Dislocation  and  Worker 
Adjustment  Assistance  Act  (EDWAA)  was 
created  by  Congress  to  ease  the  disruption 
of  employees,  employers  and  the 
community  when  faced  with  a  plant  closing 
or  mass  layoff. 

Since  1988  dislocated  worker  programs 
like  EDWAA  have  helped  over  63,000 
Illinois  residents  prepare  themselves  for  re¬ 
employment.  Now  offered  through  a 
statewide  delivery  system,  these  federally 
funded  services  are  designed  to  keep  Illinois 
working  and  are  provided  to  qualified 
applicants  free  of  charge. 


HO  DOES  EDWAA  HELP? 


EDWAA  defines  dislocated  workers  as 
individuals  who: 

•  Have  been  laid  off  or  unemployed  or 
have  received  notice  of  layoff  or 
termination  due  to  a  plant  closure  or 
mass  layoff,  or 

•  Are  unemployed  through  no  fault  of 
their  own,  are  eligible  for  or  have 
exhausted  their  unemployment 
compensation  and  are  unlikely  to 
return  to  their  previous  occupation  or 
industry,  or 

•  Are  long-term  unemployed  and  have 
limited  opportunities  for  employment 
or  re-employment  in  the  same  or 
similar  occupation,  or 

•  Were  self-employed  (including  farmers 
and  ranchers)  and  are  unemployed  as  a 
result  of  general  economic  conditions 
in  their  community. 


HOW  DOES  EDWAA  HELP? 

Programs  may  be  established  which 
provide  workers: 

•  Pre-Layoff  Assistance 

•  On-the-job  Training 

•  Assessment  of  job  related  skills  and 
interests 

•  Resume  preparation 

•  Literacy  and  English  training  for  non- 
English  speakers 

•  Job  search  and  placement  assistance 

•  Career  exploration 

•  GED 

•  Vocational  training 

•  Classroom  training 

Business  and  Industry  also  benefit  from 
EDWAA  through: 

•  On-site  dislocated  worker  program 
assistance  to  employees 

•  Emergency  assistance  adapted  to 
particular  closing/layoff 

•  Assistance  in  efforts  to  avert  the 
closing  or  layoff 

•  On-the-job  training  reimbursement 

•  Coordination  with  labor/management 
officials
